BAKERSFIELD, Sept. 13.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Tonight, at 10 o’clock, 
the regular north-bound passenger 
train crashed into the Porterville local 
mixed train at Famoso, killing two 
occupants of the caboose and probably 
fatally injuring two more. The en- 
gineer of the passenger train will also 
die. The killed and injured are as fol- 
lows: 

MRS. A. ROSS of Porterville, ca- 
boose passenger, badly injured and 
skull fractured; now unconscious. 

MRS. MAGGIE MAJORS, her daugh- 
ter, caboose passenger, killed instantly. 

An unidentified woman, name sup- 
posed to be Larue, Lellue or Loux, al- 
most every bone crushed; since died. 

A track-walker, name unknown, re- 
ceived injuries extent of which is un- 
known. 

ENGINEER WRIGHT, hurt inter- 
nally and frightfully scalded, sup- 
posed to be dying. 

The accident was seemingly the re- 


was due, the local was switching on 
the sidetrack, the caboose and a few 
other cars being on the main line. The 
regular train came .. mn the track at 
the rate of thirty-five miles an hour, 
not having any business with Famoso, 
which is an unimportant point, and not 
being flagged. 

Without slacking speed, the engine 
crashed into the rear end of the ca- 
boose, split it, and went through two 
freight cars in front. Then it ieft the 
rails and turned over on its side. The 
fireman jumped, but the engineer was 
caught between a lever, which twisted, 
and the firebox. A steam pipe broke 
and he was being slowly cooked in that 
position when taken out. He has not 
spoken since. 

The women were on their way to 
Porterville from the _ south. Mrs. 
Ross’s home is in Porterville. Mrs. 
Majors had lived tn Santa Monica for 
a year or two, and six months ago her 
husband left her there, going to Ore- 
gon. He was a gambler, She was re- 
turning to the home of her girlhood. 

The unidentified woman is of small 
stature; thin, of dark complexion and 
hollow-cheeked. She was apparently 
about 35 years of age, and dressed en- 
tirely in black. Her only jewelry wasa4 
plain gold ring, and nothing about her 
person or baggage serves to throw 
light upon her identity. She was in- 
troduced by Mrs. Ross to a Famosa 
lady, yesterday, who remembers. the 
name as given above. 

The mail, express and baggage-cars 
were completely wrecked, but the mes- 
sengers and agents were uninjured 
and no harm was done to the pas- 
sengers beyond the incidental jarring. 

ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

BAKERSFIELD, Sept. 14.—North- 
bound passenger train No. 8 on the 
Southern Pacific Railroad ran into the 
rear end of the Porterville accommo- 
dation train at Famoso, about twenty 
miles north of here, last night. Mrs. 
Maggie Majors of Los Angeles, Mrs. 
Ross, her mother, and Mrs. Larue 
were killed. Engineer Wright and 
Fireman Keller were seriously in- 
jured, and their condition is preca- 
rious. 

The passengers on No. 8 were shaken 
up and bruised by the jar of the col- 
lision, but only one man received a 
serious injury, which took the shape 
of a broken arm. His name could 
not be ascertained last night. 

The station force and the passengers 
collected at once and the work of ex- 
tricating the dead and injured was 
quickly begun. Fireman Keller was 
hurled against the front of the engine 
cab and seriously bruised, but was not 
so badly scalded as the engineer. En- 


rescued. 

At 1 o'clock this morning, however, 
Dr. Taggart of this city, who went 
to the wreck on a special train, gave 
it as his opinion that the fireman and 
engineer would both recover. 

The injured trackwalker was still 
unconscious at 1 a.m. but so far as 
co@ld be ascertained his condition was 
not that of a dying man, and hopes 
are entertained for his recovery.

A Southern Pacific physician chanced 
to be aboard the passenger train, and. 
superintended the removal of the in- 
jured to the depot waiting-room, where 
they were made as comfortable as pos- 
sible until the arrival of the wrecking 
train, bringing physicians from 
Bakersfield. 

The blame for the catastrophe 1 
pears to lie with the crew of the Por- | 
terville freight train, which was oc- 
cuping the main track on the passen- 
ger train’s time, and to make their 
carelessness more criminal, the pas- 
senger train was some minutes late. 
Famoso is not a_ time-card stop for 
No. 8, but the train either stops or is 
flagged there nearly every day. 

Last night, however, there were no 
passengers for Famosd, and the train 
passed the station with its usual 
speed, not seeing any lights on the ca- 
boose. The tail lamps on the caboose 
were on the opposite end of the car, 
and were not readily discernible. The 
car was unprotected by a flagman, nor 
were there any torpedoes out. A sad 
feature of the accident is the anguish 
of the friends and relatives of the dead 
ladies, who were awaiting their arrival 
at Porterville. Mrs. Majors had been 
absent nearly a year, and her arrival 
was to be the occasion for a reception 
in her honor. 

Engineer Wright has a family living 
in Fresno, and he will be taken there. 
Fireman Keller came here but recently 
from Los Angeles, and is thought to be 
unmarried, as he is quite a young man. 


BLEW CYCLONIC GUSTs. 


HOUSES PROSTRATED IN THE 
ISLAND OF BERMUDA, 


Considerable Damage atthe Military 
Camp—City Hall and the Public 
Gardens and Hotel Damaged. 
Worst Hurricane in Nincteen 
Years. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

BERMUDA, Sept. 13.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] A cyclone swept over the isl- 
and last night. Houses were blown 
down and others were unroofed. 

The weather looked threatening early 
Tuesday morning, with a falling ba- 
rometer. The storm began with heavy 
rain at 2 p.m., after which there was a 
slight lull for a few hours, with the 
wind south-southeast, and the barome- 
ter steadily falling. The wind suddenly 
backed to the east, blowing with cy- 
clonic gusts. From 8 p.m. to midnight 
it blew with hurricane force, and was 
at its worst from I to 1:45 d@’clock this 
marfhing, when, after¢e ul; the wind 
changed to the southwest and “impor- 
tant damage was done, houses being 
blown down and others unroofed. Giant 
cedars were uprooted, ornamental and 
fruit trees were destroyed, and wharves 
were washed into the sea. So far no 
lives are reported lost, but both ends 
of the island have yet to be heard from. 
The causeway was badly damaged. 

All communication was cut off with 
St. George’s, and news from the west- 
ern end of the island and the dock- 
yard is not procurable at present. The 
telephone and telegraph poles and 
wires are down, causing a total inter- 
ruption of business. There has been 
considerable damage at the military 
camp. 

The City Hall, public gardens, hotels 
and several public and private dwell- 
ings were also damaged, and numerous 
small craft in the harbors were sunk or 
driven ashore. Cedar avenue was prac- 
tically ruined, many of its trees being 
prostrated and others badly injured. 

The storm was the worst known here 
since the hurricane of 1880. In fact, 
many of the inhabitants say it ex- 
ceeded that of 1880 in violence. The 
weather now is moderating, and the ba- 
rometer is rising. It is rumored that 
damage amounting to $100,000 has been 
done at the dockyard alone.

MANILA, Sept. 14, 11:50 a.m.—[{By 
Atlantic Cable.] Col. Charles Denby 
and Prof. Dean Worcester, members 
of the Philippine commission, have re- 
ceived instructions from President Me- 
Kinley, asking -them to return as soon 
as possible. 

They will embark on the steamer 
Empress of India, which sails from 
Hongkong, September 26. It is not 
known whether the clerical force will 
return with them or remain here. The 
commissioners had just moved into 
new offices and expected to spend some 
months working on the establishment 
of a municipal government. 

The Nevada cavalry was unable to 
sail on the Newport. They will take 
the next available transport. 

ANOTHER VERSION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REBORT.] 

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—A special to the 
Times-Herald from Washington says: 

“Col. Charles Denby, the senior civ- 
ilian member of the Philippine Com- 
mission now in the Philippines, has 
cabled that he will safl for home as 
soon as he can complete the business 
upon which he is engaged. His de- 
parture will still leave in Manila Maj.- 
Gen. Otis and Prof. Dean Worcester.

PROF. SCHURMAN’S VIEWS. 


Important Statement by the Head of 
the Commission. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 

ITHACA (N. Y.,) Sept. 13.—Presi- 
dent Schurman returned today to his 
office in Cornell University. He gave 
out the following statement to the 
Associated Press on the Philippine af- 
fairs: 

“It is very important that the public 
should know the actual facts of the 
situation. Things are what they are, 
and the American public should un- 
derstand them, whether they agree with 
or run counter to the public's wishes. 

“First—It requires some effort to 
realize the vastness of the archipelago, 
which extends in triangular form from 
Formosa to Borneo, and Celebes 
through 16 deg. of latitude. Never go- 
ing out into the Pacific Ocean on the 
east or the China Sea on the west, I 


made a circuit of 2000 miles, all south 
of Manila. This gives some idea of 
the difficulty of maintaining an effec- 
tive blockade, as the coast line of the 
islands embraced in the archipelago is 
many more thousands of miles, 

“Second — The multiplicity and 
heterogeneous nature of the tribes is 
something astonishing. Over sixty 
different languages are spoken in the 
archipelago, and though the majority 
of the trihes are small, there are half 
a dozen, each having over a quarter 
of a million members. The languages 
of these people are as distinet from 
another as French and Spanish or 
Italian, so that the speech of any one 
tribe is unintelligible to its neighbors. 
These tribes are all civilized and Chris- 
tianized, but small uncivilized tribes, 
among whom the Igorotes seem best 
known in America, inhabit the moun- 
tafns in Luzon, and form a large part 
of the population of Mindanao. In 
this island also there is a large 
Mohammedan population, which Is in- 
dependent of the Mohammedans in the 
neighboring Sulu archipelago. 

‘“Third—It is the Tagalos inhabiting 
some of the provinces about Manila 
who are resisting the authority*of the 
United States. Other civilized Filipinos 
are neutral, except where they are 
coerced by armed bands of Tagalos, 
who seized upon their governments 
during the making and the ratification 
of our treaty of peace with Spain. 
It would be incorrect to assume, how- 
ever, that these tribes are allies of 
ours. They are not: indeed, they are 
not without suspicion of the white 
race, of which they have had expe- 
rience only through Spain. But there 
are men of intelligence and property, 
and the masses, when not stirred up 
by the Tagalos, recognize the adv@- 
tage to them of American sovereignty, 
and so many remain neutral. 

“Fourth—The insurrection, 
serious enough, as experience has 
proven, is not a national uprising. In- 
deed, there is no Philippine nation. 
As I have already said, there is a mul- 
tifarious collection of tribes having 
only this in common, that they belong 
to the Malay race. The inhabitants of 
the Archipelago no more constitute a 
nation than the inhabitants of the 
continent of Europe do. 

“Fifth—The United States having 
assumed, by a treaty of peace with 
Spain, sovereignty over the Archipel- 
ago, became responsible for the main- 
tenance of peace and order, the admin- 
istration of justice, the security of life 
and property among all the tribes of 
the archipelago. This is an obligation 
which intelligent Filipinos, not less 
than foreign nations expect us to ful- 
fill. Nor will the national honor per- 
mit us to turn back. In taking the 
Philippine Islands, we annexed respon- 
sibility.

This would serve several purposes. It 
would distinguish between our friends 
and our enemies, and treat the former 
according to their deserts. It would 
also give to our enemies a demonstra- 
tion of free government on the Ameri- 
can plan, a very important point when 
it is remembered that the Tagalos claim 
to be fighting for their liberty. And I 
had better call attention to the fact 
that the government which is well 
adapted to one tribe may need consid- 
erable modification to be available for 
another.”’ 

Asked about the capacity of the Fili- 
pino people to govern themselves, Pres- 
ident Schurman replied that they_hac had 
had no experience in self- -government, 
except in municipal affairs, and even 
these were subject to control of the 
Spanish authorities. He thought, how- 
ever, that each tribe might, subject to 
the supervision of a wise general gov- 
ernment, manage in the main its own

Chicago Conference Will 
Try to Decide. 


Less Than Hali the Delegates 
Attended Yesterday. 


Head of the Civic Federation

CHICAGO, Sept. 13.—The Civic Fed- 
eration on the uses and abuses of 
trusts and combinations began here 
today with less than half the delegates 
appointed by the various States in at- 
tendance. New York, its delegation be- 
ing headed by W. Bourke Cockran, and 
Wisconsin, were most numerously rep- 
resented. The meeting took place in 
Central Music Hall, and was called to 
order by Franklin H. Head, president 
of the Civic Federation. The delegates 
listened to an address of welcome toa 
Illinois by Atty.-Gen. Aikin, on behalf 
of Gov. Tanner who, by illness, was 
prevented from appearing in person. 

Dr. Howard 8S. Taylor, City Prose- 
cutor, welcomed the delegates to Chi- 
cago on behalf of Mayor Harrison. 
With the progress of the speaking, it 
became evident that many of the del- 
egations had come with firm convic- 
tions for or against trade combinations, 
The speech of Mr. Wooten of Texas, 
delivered during the afternoon, and 
hammering trusts in a merciless man- 
ner, aroused the wildest enthusiasm in 
the ranks of the labor representatives — 
and delegations from many Western 
and Southern States, while the east- 
erners generally smiled critically and 
kept their arms folded. 

The attempt to round the somewhat 
shapeless mass of delegates into work- 
ing form resulted in considerable dis- 
order. Suggestions for the make-up of 
a committee to arrange a programme 
for the conference came from every 
part of the house with such rapidity 
that it was with difficulty that the 
temporary chairman extracted the ba- 
sis for resolutions which were finally 
adopted. This was not accomplished 
until W. Bourke Cockran and August 
Gans, a delegate representing the 
Knights of Labor, had become the 
center of a scene which provoked un- 
restrained laughter, Cockran joining. 

The head of the New York contin- 
gent, in an endeavor to bring a little 
order out of the chaos, arose, while 
Gans, in a very loud voice, was de- 
claring that his delegation was of more 
importance than that of any State. 
When the New Yorker began speaking, 
the labor delegates fished from a hip- 
pocket a pair of opera glasses, and 
at short range contemplated the 
speaker, commenting occasionally in 
such a way that the merriment at- 
tained a volume which drowned the 
voice of the eastern orator. 

It was finally resolved that the Civie 
Federation, through its chairman, 
Head, should conduct the meeting to- 
day, and that a committee on pro- 
gramme should be appointed, consist- 


ing of one man from each State delega- 


tion and one from each organization 
national in its scope. 

John W. Hayes of the Knights of 
Labor created something of a sensa- 
tion by declaring that “He did not in- 
tend to be classed with the New Jer- 
sey delegation, even if he did vote in 
that cradle of trusts.”’ 

Chairman Head delivered an address 
in explanation of the call for the con- 
ference. He said in part: 

“The Civic Federation of Chicago is 
a non-partisan organization embracing 
in its membership a goodly proportion 
of the active business and professional 
men of our city. Some months since, 
it realized that no topic seemed so 
widely discussed as what was desig- 
nated by the general title of ‘trusts,’ 
and that, too, upon no current topic 
was there so widespread and genera] 
an ignorance and confusion of ideas. 

“It is not a trust or an anti-trust 
conference, but a conference in search 
of truth and light. With this end in 
i'view, the attendance has been solicited 
af men of every shade of opinion upon 
the general subject.” 

Prof. Jenks followed with a paper 
under the caption “Problems Before 
the Conference.”

Burial Will Take Piace in Family

of Cornelius Vanderbilt, who died yes- 
terday morfing, is to be held at 10. 
o'clock on Friday morning in St. Bar- 
tholomew’s.Church, in which Mr. Van- 
derbilt was a pew-holder. The service 
will be conductéd by Rev. Dr. David 
H. Greer, the Trector. Bishop Potter 
will be present. The clergy of the 
church will assist the rector. Dr. Greer 
will be at the Vanderbilt residence at 
9:30 o'clock to conduct a short service 
of prayer before the church service. 
The music at the church will be fur- 
nished by a choir of sixty voices. im- 
mediately after the service the casket 
will be taken to the foot of Forty-sec- 
ond street, where a boat is to be in 
waiting to convey the funeral party to 
Staten Island for the burial at New- 
dorp in the Vanderbilt tomb. The 
party is to be numerous enough to fill 
twenty coaches.

TACOMA, Sept. 13.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Telegrams have been received 


at Shanghai announcing that several [ 


British missionaries have been driven 
out of the city of Paongan, situated 
160 miles across the border in Audone 
Province, Thibet. Over three thousand 
Lamas reside there, the majority of 
whom joined the anti-foreign demon- 
stration and drove the missionaries 
out. The latter included Mr. 
Mrs. Shields and Mrs. Macbeth. For 
several weeks previous to the final 
riot, the missionaries were compelled 
to stay indoors, but details are not 
known further than that the mission 
building was destroyed and the mis- 
sionaries barely escaped by journey- 
ing secretly at night. The Paongan 
station was opened two years ago 
without serious opposition. 

The Dowager Empress is bent now 
on greatly increasing her revenues. 
She wants money for many purposes 
but chiefly to increase and equip her 
army. All mandarins have been or- 
dered to remit revenues promptly and 
to increase them as much as possible. 
This order is causing terror. among 
the poor people since it gives the man- 
darins an opportunity for an official 
“squeeze.”’ 

The Viceroy of Nanking has ordered 
all magistrates under him to greatly 
increase their annual taxes, taking 
their cue from the desire of the Em- 
press and Junglu for more money. 
Hundreds of officials have memorial- 
ized the palace, suggesting the closing 
of all schools and colleges established 
by the Emperor in Pekin and the 
provinces before his fall. The Em- 
press has already ordered some closed 
in order that the money set aside for 
them may be converted into the im- 
perial exchequer. 

Near Ichang and Chun King, an 
anti-Catholic uprising has been caused 
by the kidnaping of children. Chil- 
dren have been stolen almost by the 
wholesale by wandering gypsies, but 
the natives believe they were eaten 
by the hated foreigners. A number 
of native Catholics have been killed, 
one being hung up by his queue. 

At Fu Chow two natives were exe- 
cuted for circulating reports against 
foreigners.

The day the board met at the 
Palace Hotel in San Francisco, Gov. 
Gage called me up on the telephone. 
He told me I had been elected medical 
superintendent for Agnews Asylum.’ I 
told him I would not accept the office, 
as I did not wish it, and my health 
did not warrant my taking it. He re- 
= that I must do so, as the board 

ad elected me and adjourned. Under 
his insisting I finally agreed to ac- 
cept and serve a time to relieve him 
from any embarrassment. 

“Now that I am here, I am in the 
hands of the board. I will do what 
they direct, I have no personal ill- 
feeling toward Dr. Sponogle, but I am 
sure he must go. From what I have 
heard in San Francisco, concerning 
him, I am surprised that he was ever 
appointed. Atty.-Gen. Ford has ad- 
vised the board that Sponogle is out 
from the moment Judge Hyland ren- 
dered his opinion, and that there is 
nothing in the contention that the 
judgment must be filed for record be- 
fore it becomes effective. The board 
is proceeding upon this authority.” 

Dr. Crane expressed much annoy- 
ance over the situation, and confessed 
that only ——— he denied his 
identity to reporter since he wished 
to escape the notoriety.

MURDEROUS ROBBER. 


Frank Fleming Stabbed and Seri- 
ously Injured at Napa. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

NAPA, Sept. 13.—Frank Fleming, a 
stranger here, was the victim of a mur- 
derous attempt at robbery’on Tuesday 
night. He was stabbed, hit with a 
coupling pin, and thrown into the Napa 
River, after all the valuables in his 
possession had been taken. It is not 
known how much booty the desperate 
thief secured, but the amount is be- 
lieved to have been considerable. 

Fleming was taken from the river by 
a party of yachtsmen and taken to the 
Napa Hotel. Drs. Chapman and Hen- 
nessy were called, and after a careful 
examination pronounced their patient 
to be in a very .serious condition, his 
injuries being of such a nature that a 
fatal termination was not unexpected. 
However, with good care, there is a 
remote possibility of his recovery. 

The identity of his assailant is not 
positively known, but a man known as 
Joe Murphy has been arrested on sus- 
picion, and will probably be charged 
with murder in case the injured man’s 
wounds prove fatal. 


KERCHEVAL’S MISTAKE. 


Fish Commissioner May Be Arrested 
for False Imprisonment.

STOCKTON, Sept. 13.—S. N. Kerch- 
eval of Los Angeles, a member of the 
Fish Commission, will probably be ar- 
rested this afternoon on a charge of 
false imprisonment, preferred against 
him by H. A. White and Frank Win- 
ter; whom Kercheval arrested in con- 
nection with C. L. Toyer, charged with 
using a fish net in. catching salmon in 
the San Joaquin River.

REDDING, Sept. 13.—The govern- 
ment postoffice inspector has dis- 
covered a shortage of $600 in 


the accounts of G. M. Green at 
Knob postoffice, at Harrison Gulch.

Commissioners of Clallam county have 
appealed to the Secretary of the In- 
terior to modify the ‘boundaries of the 
Olympic reserve.

Chief Dwyer Il. 


SACRAMENTO, Sept. 13.—Chief of 
Police Thomas Dwyer of this city is 
critically ill at his home. His health 
has been poor for some months, and 
now he has congestion of the lungs, 
complicated with heart failure. It is 
feared he cannot recover. Chief Dwyer 
is a young man, just entered into 
public life, and is a general favorite 
in the community.

REED ON HUMILIATION. 


The Ex-Speaker Expresses Opinions 
on the Philippine War. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—A special to 
the Tribune from Portland, Me., says 
that in a railroad train last. night 
Thomas B. Reed took part in a discus- 
sion with two Portland men, and 
plainly expressed his sentiment in re- 
gard to the war in the Philippines. One 
of the friends with him, who is a radi- 
cal expansionist, remarked that to 
withdraw our troops from the Philip- 
pines now would humiliate the nation 
before the world. Mr. Reed replied: 
“You don’t think those Filipinos 
would chase our soldiers 7000 miles if 
they should start for home, do you ” 
The Portland man replied that it was 
not fear of the Filipinos, but humilia- 
tion in the sight of other nations that 
was referred to, whereupon Reed said: 
“T have always observed that, with 
individuals, the fear of humiliation is 
exactly in proportion as they deserve 
it, and I believe the same principle 
holds good with a nation as with a 
party. Some people seem to be afraid 


that these Filipinos will put their 
tongues in their cheeks at us. They 
have done that already. They have 


watched our failure as others have. 
“I don’t know how long it will be 
before the American people will get 
rid of spending $50,000,000 a year trying 
to conquer these people, but it does not 
seem to me it-will be very long. I can 
conceive that freedom is just as dear 
to them as it is to us, and that they 
will fignt for it just as long.”

CAPE NOME IS RICH. 


THOUSANDS IN DUST FROM 
THAT DISTPRicrT.

Steamer Charles Nelson Brings Forty 
Miners and Mach W ecalth—Peopliec 
Will Hawe to Come Oat Be- 
fore the Freezse-up. 


Three Thousand People Working 
the Beach—No Shelter or Other 
Preparation for Cold Win-. 
ter Weather. 


Anvil Creek and Snow Gulch Pay 
Like the Eldorado and Klondike. 
Gov. Brady Leaves 
for Sitka. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 13.—Six 
hundred thousand dollars in gold dust 
arrived here this afternoon from 
Alaska, on the steamer Charles Nelson. 
Four hundred thousand was consigned 
to the North American Trading and 
Transportation Company. It came 
down from Dawson. Two hundred 
thousand came from Cape Nome. It 
was the property of about forty miners 
from that district. 

The largest individual holders were 
J. Kelsburg, L. Golden, J. G. Fritz, F. 
Perinole and N. Williams. The Cape 
Nomers say that gold is stored in cans 
and buckets in that camp, as in the 
palmiest days of the Klondike. Three 
thousand people are working the 
beach for all it is worth. They expect 
to all get out of the country before the 
freeze-up, which is expected about the 
middle of October. So intent have they 
been in digging gold that no prepara- 
tions have been made for providing 
shelter for winter, and they will of 
necessity have to come out. 

KLONDIKE ECLIPSED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SEATTLE (Wash.,) Sept. 13.—Cape 
Nome is declared by all who come out 
and who expressed themselves to be 
an exciting camp. There is gold every-~- 
where. All the stores are full of it and 


it is setting about the tents and camps. 


of the miners in old cans and buckets 
and everything available. The output 
this year is estimated at from $1,000,000 
to $2,000,000. : 

A. J. Wardner, a well-known mining 
operator, formerly of Helena, Mont., 
brought several nuggets, the largest 
weighing $250. In speaking of the dis- 
trict Wardner said: 

“No one can imagine the _ great 
wealth that lies along the Cape Nome 
beach. Anvil City is the center of the 
richest camp on the face of the earth. 
This is no idle boast, for I say with- 
out exaggeration that there is more 
wealth there per capita than in any 
other city in the country. There are 
more men walking around Anvil City 
with $1000 in gold-dust in their pockets 
than in any other city I know of. Not 
a man there but who is making a great 
deal more than wages, and there are 
many who are taking out fortunes 
daily. It is the poor man’s ideal camp. 
A man need not go to great expense 
to get a few dollars in gold out of the 


earth: a common frying pan is 
enough. I only wish that everybody 
could go up there to see it with their 


own eyes. 

“TI have some good claims in the 
district, some of them are good-pay- 
ing ones, while others, I am confident 
I saw some large 
nuggets taken out there. One from 
No. 1 below Discovery, weighed $318.80, 
and that was not unusual. People up 
there got in the habit of talking of 
gold by the 100 pounds, just as we 
speak of a dollar. I know of many 
who can count their dust by the hun- 
dred pounds.” 

J. G. Fritz, merchant and wginer at 
Anvil Gity, pronounces it the greatest 
mining camp in Alaska. There are 
four creeks, on each of which are 
valuable claims, many of which are 
now being worked and are paying 
from $50 to $100 per day per man. Two 
of these creeks are Snow Gulch and 
Anvil, and one known to be as rich 
as El Dorado or the Klondike. 

There are fourteen claims on Anvil 
Creek, each claim being 1320 feet long, 
with a pay streak much wider than 
that of Eldorado's. The fourteen 
claims on Anvil are equal in length to 
forty-two claims at Dawson. Dexter 
Creek is very rich, but scarce of water. 
The claims on the latter creek are be- 
ing werked by rockers, by reason of 
the scarcity of water, with results run- 
ning from $80 to $100 per day to the 
man. 

Cape Nome is decidedly a summer 
sluicing proposition. The beach for 
thirty miles is now being worked with 
rockers. Men are making in this man- 
ner at the present time from $10 to $30 
per day, and frequeritly a man will 
strike a streak that will pay him $100 
some days. Fritz says there is hardly 
an idler at Nome now. Wages are $1 
an hour and board, and men hard to 
get at that. There are some 2500 peo- 
ple there now, about half of whom will 
winter there. Fritz brought out a 
good-sized sack of Cape Nome gold. 
One nugget he exhibited from Discov- 
ery claim was worth $200.50. The gold is 
of very fine quality. 

J. E. Chilberg said that the miners 
for the most part would have to get 
out. They would be unable to keep 
warm through the winter. Appear- 
ances showed that the driftwood would 
be only too quickly consumed, and that 
is the only substitute for fuel this win- 
ter. There was considerable building, 
but not enough to house the population 
now there over winter. 


GOV. BRADY BOUND NORTH. 


Such an Enthtsiast Over Alaska 
That He Wants Statehood. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 
ST. MICHAELS, Aug. 31, wired from 
Seattle (Wash.,) Sept. 13.— The revenue 
cutter McCulloch sailed for Sitka this 
morning, having Gov. Brady and party 

on board. 

Gov. Brady, always an enthusiast on 
Alaska, expressed himself as more than 
ever impressed with its future possi- 
bilities, not only as a mineral producer, 
but as a country capable of agricul- 
tural and other pursuits. He says two 
more courts should be created, one at 
Circle City and the other at Cape 
Nome. In his annual report to Con- 
gress he will also recommend that 
Alaska be vested with statehood pow- 
ers. He also will ask for a cable from 
the Pacific to the mouth of the Yukon. 

Gov. Brady estimates the Cape Nome 
gold output this season at $1,000,000. 
He thinks it is a wonderfully rich 
country.

municipal and provincial affairs. Su- 
pervision from Manila would vary with 
the position which the different tribes 


President Schurman seemed firm in 
the conviction that some form of 
home rule for each of the tribes and 
under the watchful supervision of the 
general government at Manila, was 
the solution of the problem. 

“I have great confidence in the peo- 
ple of the Philippine Islands," he 
added, “and much sympathy for their 
aspirations. A race should be judged 
by its best products and an educated 
Filipino of whatever tribe, and each 
city has its educated men, will bear 
comparison with an educated man of 
any race. Among the masses, one 
often finds consciousness of ignorance 
and a strong desire for education. The 
archipelago will not be revolutionized 
in a generation, as Japan has been in 
some respects, but then Japan had 
thousands of years of national civiliza- 
tion behind her recent transformation. 
Nevertheless, considering the marked 
intellectual capacity of the . Filipinos 
and their admirable domestic and per- 
sonal virtues, imagination cannot 
easily set the limits to their progres- 
sive achievements under the insptira- 
tion of American civilization and, 
while American sovereignty means 
this blessing to the Filipinos, it is be- 
yond all doubt the one thing which 
can save the archipelago from division 


and appropriation by the great na- 
tions of Europe. 
“The United States will hold it to- 


gether, and with American democratic 
ideas train and elevate the people to. 
an ever-increasing measure of self- 
government.”

ward. 

The army transport Tartar, which 
is reported detained at Hongkong by 
British authorities, was chartered by 
the United States, and is owned by 
the Canadian Steamship Company. 
She sails under the British flag. It is 
said that under these conditions she is 
subject to the British navigation laws, 
as being chartered by the United States 
does not entitle her to American reg- | 
istry. The British Consul can deter- | 
mine whether she complies with the 
British navigation laws, and if she 
does not he has authority to unload her. 
The Quartermaster’s Department coes 
not know why the Tartar went to 
Hongkong,: but it is suppesed that it 
was for the purpose of docking her. 

The Tartar sailed from San Francisco 
July 24. She carried 1221 men. It is’ 
stated at the War Department that she | 
was under supervision of the Board of 
Health at San Francisco, and that sh}

‘Notwithstanding the foregoing, we 
could have accepted your sovereignty 
and autonomy if we had not seen by 
the behavior of the Americans in the 
beginning that they were strongly op- 
posed to us, through race prejudice 
and the high-handed methods of deal- 
ing with us made us fear for the future 
in your hands. Finally, we thank yoy 
for your offer of autonomy under sove 
ereignty.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Senator Penrose of Penn- 
sylvania, who recently was quoted as 
saying that he did not believe Senator 
Quay of Pennsylvania, who failed of re- 
election by the Legislature, would be 
given a seat in the Senate upon the 
appointment by the Governor, came to 
Washington today and denied this 
Statement. Mr. Penrose said he had 
good reasons for believing Quay would 
get the seat. 

The question of seating Senators 
from States which failed to elect is re- 
ceiving considerable attention here 
now, and the understanding is that 
when Senator Hanna gets home from 
Europe next week, the big Republicans 
in the Senate will have a conference 
and decide upon some policy on this 1m- 
portant matter. Already several con- 
ferences have been held upon the sub- 
ject, and, while the general feeling 
leans toward seating Quay, leading 
Senators halt on the proposition to ad- 
mit Senators from other States, includ- 
ing California, upon the Governors’ ap- 
pointments. 

If Quay is given his seat, and. Gov. 
Gage appoints Burns, the Californian 
must be admitted. Quay’s personhl 
popularity with the Senators strength- 
ens his position somewhat, and that 
popularity is responsible for the general 
belief, now that the subject is nearing a 
date for settlement, that Quay will be 
admitted. 

There is, however, a strong conserva- 
tive sentiment in the Senate against 
admitting Senators appointed by. Gav- 
ernors where the Legislatures fail to do 
their duty. Twice before this, the con- 
servative element has prevented this 
step, and hopes to prevent it again. 
The correspondent is assured that 
President McKinley and the adminis- 
tration will take absolutely no hand in 
the case, preferring to let the Senate 
fight it out alone. Were Quay alone 
concerned, he would be admitted. As 
matters stand, his is only a test case 
for other States, and in spite of the 
confident predictions which his friends 
are making, there is some doubt about 
his admission. |

Fake Stories of an Apache Uprising 
So Preposterous as to Provoke 
the Risibilities of the Populace. 
Several Important Mining Deals, 
'Cattieman Fatally Shot. 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Sept. 12.—[Regu- 
lar Correspondence. ] Sheriff Munds 
has returned from Santa Fé, N. M., 
where he went for an interview with 
Ketchum, believed to be the same man 
who killed Wingfield and Rogers. The 
Sheriff believes the prisoner’ the 
guilty man. He made several propos!- 
tions to the New Mexican authorities 
looking toward extradition, but with= 
out success. Ketchum, if he recover 
from his wounds, will be held in New 
Mexico to answer the charges of train 
robbery. He is well known in Ari- 
zona. He has spent some time with a 
brother-jn-law, one Duncan, in Mo- 
have county. In May he robbed a 
store at Frisco, N. M., and the Sheriff 
believes, returned to Arizona to com- 
mit the Fort Verde crime. The Sher- 
iff’s posse tracked him from his hiding 
place in Clear Creek Cafion into New 
Mexico. Capt. John Boyd of Fort 
Verde, whom the murderer shot in the 
leg, has positively identified a photo- 
graph of. Ketchum as that of the man 
wanted. 

There has been merriment in Yavapai 
county over atale that has been 
widely spread abroard, that the Apache 
Indians -heve gone on the warpath, 
because of murders of their tribesmen 
by marauding Zunis. The scene of the 
outbreak was laid in the Verde Val- 
ley, not far from Jerome. The’ report 
was a fake. No Indians, Apache or 
otherwise, are on the rampage any- 
where in Arizona. The Zunis are the 
most peaceable tribe in the Southwest, 
inhabiting adobe-built pueblos in 
Western New Mexico. They rarely 
leave their own settlements, and have 
never been known to penetrate as far 
as the Verde Valley, 250 miles away, at 
least. There is truth in the statement 
there are Apaches in the Verde Val- 
ley. They number only a few families 
and constitute a +peaceful portion of 
the Mohave-Apache tribe, permitted 
to remain when the Indians were 
transferred from the Fort Verde reser- 
vation to San Carlos, on the Gila. 
The Verde Indians are quiet farmers 
and are as docile individuals as can 
be found. There has been no Apache 
trouble in Arizona since the disappear- 
ance of the famous “Kid” years ago. 

The teachers of the county gathered 
in Prescott during three days of the 
past week, to participate in the work 
of the county Institute. Attendance 
on these institutes is cOmpulsory,’ the 
teacher being allowed a week's saldry 
therefor. County Superintendent Cox 
served as president of the institute 
and Miss Ruth Opdyke as secretary. 
Most of the schools of the county are 
now open. The school fund appor- 
tionment for the year gives the main 
districts funds as follows: Prescott, 
$10,500; Jerome, $4370: Congress, $3000; 
Verde, $870. The rest of the districts 
will receive from $400 to $500 each. The 
total school levy amounts to $37,800. 

The epidemic .of burglaries reported 
in the towns“of the southern Terri- 
tory has spread to Prescott. The stare 
of Kastner _& Co. was. broken into and 
the contents of the cash register ap- 
propriated, and several attempts to en- 
ter private residences have been 
ported. 

At the United Verde smelter Sunday, 
Domingo Sanchez, a Mexican charge- 
wheeler, was killed, the heavy ore- 
laden bottom of an ore bin falling out 
upon him and crushing out his life. 
The Coroner's jury decided that none 
save Sanchez himself was to blame.

Electric Power for the Comstock 
Mines—A Find in Bear Valiey. 
Improvements at the United 
Verde—Strike® in the Dale Dis- 
trict—Mining Notes.. 


E. H. .Benjamin, 
Californ Miners’ Association, 
Francisco, writes that the first portion 
of the special train of the American 
Institute of Mining Engineers will ar- 
rive from San Francisco in Los Angeles 
on Tuesday, October 10, at 8 p.m. The 
second division, containing the party 
that will visit the Yosemite 
will arrive in Los Angeles on Thursday, 
October 12, at 9 a.m. There will be 
about 170 in the two parties, and it is 
expected that they will spend all the 
afternoon of October 12 in this city, 
leaving im the evening for Arizona. 
POWER FOR THE COMSTOCK 

MINES. 

Mention was made in this column 
two weeks ago of a deal then under 
consideration for furnishi the Com- 
stock mines, in Nevada, h electric 
power. The deal has beem consum- 
mated and it is: one that is likely to 
prove of the very greatest importance 
to mines in that portion of Nevada. It 
is made with the Truekee River Gen- 
‘eral Electric Company, which is to 
furnish the contracting mines with 
electric power for a period of five 
years. In an article about it the San 
Francisco Chronicle says: 

“Thus far twenty-seven mining com- 
panies, owning properties in Storey 
county, Nev., all embraced in what is 
known as the Comstock group, have 
contracted for electrical power, and it 
is said that quite a number of mines 
which for years have found it impos- 
sible to work low-grade ores on ac- 
count of the excessive cost of power, 
will now take on a new lease of life 
and handle with profit the ore which 
has heretofore been cast aside as 
worthless. 

“The electric company has acquired 
title to four miles on both sides of the 
Truckee River, which gives it all the 
water rights within that territory. An 
immense power plant is to be erected 
near the State line and electrical power 
will be generated not only for the op- 
eration of the Comstock mines, but also 
for the lighting of all the towns for 
many miles around, including Reno, 
Carson and Virginia City. A paper 
mill to be erected in the neighborhood 
will also be supplied with power from 
the same plant. The officers and di- 
rectors of the electric company are: 
President, Mortimer Fleishhacker; vice- 
president, S. D. Rosenbaum; secretary, 
Herbert Fileishhacker; Allan Poliok, 
Frank H. Buck and A. J. Hechtman.” 

A FIND IN BEAR VALLEY. 
The Ramona, (Cal.,) Sentinel tells 
of a mineral discovery recently made 
_in Bear Valley, near Valley Center, 
which premises to develop into some- 
thing of great value. That paper 
says: “While in San Diego a few days 
ago the writer saw samples of the ore 
which runs $ in gold, with silver and 
lead to bring the value up to nearly 
$35 a ton. The deposit of ore is very 
large, and it is perfectly adapted for 
smelting. This discovery will be of 
incalculable advantage to the mining 
interests of the county, for it will be 
a powerful factor in bringing about the 
establishment of a smelter.”’ 
IMPROVEMENT AT THE UNITED 
VERDE. 

At the works of the United Verde 
Copper Company, at Jerome, Ariz., new 
buildings. are — added as fast as 
groun@ can be made, says the Jerome 
News. The new fifty-foot addition to 
the east end of the smelter is now com- 
pleted, and preparations are being 
made to add another fifty feet on the 
same end as soon as the foundation is 
made. Another and larger electric 
crane has béen ordered. This will give 
them three cranes to handle the ma- 
chinery and metal in the smelter. When 
the new machine arrives and is put in 
place a switch will be put in so that 
the cranes can pass each other. This 
will make the working of the machines 
much easier and allow the more rapid 
handling of them. 

THE BLACK WARRIOR, ARIZONA. 

The Black Warrior Company, In 
Gila county, Ariz., is reported to be 
nearly ready to enter the list of cop- 
per producers. A delay in the delivery 
of a consignment of sulphuric acid 
from Ventura county, Cal., was the 
cause of preventing the earlier start- 
ing of the leaching plant and smelter. 
STRIKE IN THE DALE DISTRICT. 

Another strike is reported in the 
O. K. mine, in the Virginia Dale dis- 
trict, San Bernardino county, Cal. 
The strike was made on the 250-foot 
level, drifting south, where a four- 
foot vein of ore was uncovered that 
will, as reported, mill as high as $500 
per ton. The Dale district will soon 
have’ a better supply of water for 
mining purposes, and with water 
there are many and good reasons for 
believing that the Dale will show that 
it possesses some of the richest ore 
bodies in Southern California. 

THE WALDSTEIN PATENT. 

The Salt Lake Tribune reports that 
Capt. de la Mar has brought suit in 
the Federal Court against the De la 
Mar Mining Company for infringe- 
ment of patent. He claims to be the 
owner of the Waldstein patent for the 
use of zinc dust for precipitation of 
gold from cyanide solution. The com- 
plaint asks that he be given judg- 
“ment for $75,000 as royalty: on 75,000 
tons of oré worked by the company 
with the proceeds, and that. three 
times as much be awarded as dam- 


ages. 
BIG SALE PENDING. 


The Los Angeles Mining Review 
says that one of the most important 
sales of mining property ever made 
in California is now pending, the 
property in question being the mines 
on ‘the Mother Lode known as the 
Keystone Consolidated, and which 
consist of the Keystone, South Spring 
Hill and South Keystone. The first 
named has been a great producer, 
having in the past yielded gold to the 
immense value of $15,000,000, while the 
South Spring Hill has produced $2,000,- 
000 in gold. The reason assigned for 
the sale is that litigation has for 
some time been threatened between 
the Keystone and the South Spring 

‘Hill, both companies claiming that 
the other has been working out of its 
territory, and it is thought that the 
best way to clear up all threatened 
litigation and consequent long-drawn- 
out idleness of the properties is to 
effect the consolidation of the prop- 
erties and make a sale of them. The 
properties have been offered in Bos- 
ton, and the price of them is stated 
to be $1,500,000. 

DREDGING THE FRASER RIVER. 

The dredging of river beds in Brit- 
ish Columbia is likely to soon develop 
into large proportions. The gravel on 
the bars of the Fraser River and other 
large streams emptying into the show 
by actual test, that is, by sinking 
shafts to the bed rock, in many cases 
along the river, from 25 cents to $1.50 
per cubic yard, and in exceptionally 
rich bars more; but at the lowest figure 
named gravel can be raised and washed 
at an enormous profit.

Miner says that 
a San Francisco company has, through 
its representative, John Teller, made 
an offer to the people of Kingman to 
erect a 100-stamp mill, if the citizens 
will, in return, extend to his company 
certain courtesies. Mr. Teller's propo- 
sition was, in effect, that his company 
would mill base ore at a cost not to 
Nexceed $10 per ton and would pay 95 
per cent. of assay value. The citizens 
on their part were to provide a suitable 
site and a sufficient volume of water 
for the purposes of the mill. This the 
people have agreed to do, providing Mr. 
Teller on his part agrees that no 
greater charge than $10 per ton be 
made for the treatment of ore and 
that 90 per cent. or better be paid for 
all low-grade ores.

Forty new fire alarm boxes are soon

for two weeks. When these boxes are 
in position Los Angeles will have a 
greater number of fire-alarm stations 
than any other city of its population 
in this part of the country. 

An ,effort is being made to induce 
the Mayor to have the City Hall bell 
used as a curfew bell. It has been 
Suggested to him to have the bell 
sounded eyery night at 9 o’clock, after 
which hour children are to be kept off 
the streets. He had the matter under 
consideration. 

The Mayor has approved the salary 
ordinance adopted at the last meeting 
of the Council. It will not go into effect 
until October 1. 

The police have been ordered to look 
for and arrest a couple who are ‘said 
to be begging on the streets and in the 
office buildings in the business pxrt of 
the city. The Mayor has Leen informed 
that the couple have considerable 
means. 

The Board of Public Works will en- 
deavor to settle the controversy among 
fruit dealers as to what use the public 
market shall be put today. The board 
will today visit the market and hear 
arguments. 

Judge Shaw yesterday took under 
advisement the contest being made over 
the final account of Thomas F. Joyce, 
as guardian of his incompetent mother, 
Jane Joyce, now deceased. The con- 
testants are sisters. One claims that 
her brother, as guardian, is extortion- 
ate and unfair in his charges, and the 


moneys which she denies having so re- 
ceived. 

Mrs. Daisy O. Rhodes, whose husband 
met his death in August while at work 
for the Edison Electric Company, has 
begun suit against the company for 
$20,000. 

County Auditor Nichols has com- 
puted the tax rate for the year 1899- 
1900 at $1.90, which is higher than last 
year owing to an increase in the State 
rate.

BETTER FIRE SERVICE. 


FORTY NEW FIRE-ALARM BOXES 


TO BE INSTALLED, 


Additional Protection to Be Given 
Residence Sectionsa—Salary Ordi- 
nance Approved—Proposed Cur- 
few Bell—Arrest of Beggars 
Ordered. 


In the bond issue for the improve- 
ment of the fire department provision 
was made for the installation of forty 
new fire-alarm boxes. These boxes 
have been ready to be put in position 
for some time, but it was thought best 
to defer that work until the proper 
connections with the new engine- 
houses could be arranged for and other 
work on the system completed. The 
wires for the new boxes have now been 
erected and all that remains to be done 
is to attach the boxes. With the boxes 
already in service the addition of forty 
new ones will greatly increase the pro- 
tection of the residence section of the 
city from fire, for the distance from 
any given point in the city to the near- 
est fire-alarm box will be greatly re- 
duced. At the regular meeting of the 
Board of Fire Commissioners yesterday 
morning Chief Moore submitted a list 
of the proposed locations of the new 
boxes. These locations were selected 
by him with a view to giving protection 
to as much territory as possible, and 
although there is little doubt that all 
of them will be approved by the board, 
it may be necessary to change some of 
the locations and for that reason ac- 
tion on the report was deferred at the 
Chief's suggestion until thé next reg- 
ular meeting. The proposed locations 
of the new boxes follow: Pasadena 
avenue and Avenue 53: Pico street and 
Myrtle avenue; Moulton avenue and 
Main street: Pico and San Pedro 
streets: Twenty-third and San Pedro 
streets: Baldwin and Hancock streets; 
Ninth and Tennessee streets; Kent and 
Waterloo streets: Seventh and Maple 
avenue; First street and Burlington 
avenue; Central avenue and Wilde 
street; Temple @hd Fremont streets: 
Third and Garey streets; Sixth and 
Dora streets; First and Hewitt streets;

couple and arrest them. 

“T have been informed,” said the 
Mayor, “that these people are profes- 
sional beggars, and they are said to 
possess considerable means.

Several persons have 
reported that when a request for alms 
is refused, they heap abuse upon the 
person refusing, and use language 
which almost any person would resent.

JANE JOYCE’S ESTATE. 


FAMILY CONTEST, OVER GTARD- 
IAN'S FINAL ACCOUNT. 


Brothers and Sisters Fiaht Ower the 
of an Insane Mother's 
Estate—Each Suspicious of the 
Others. 


The contest over the final accounting 
in the guardianship of Jane Joyce, an 
incompetent, was waged in Judge 
Shaw's court yesterday. The  con- 
testants are daughters, Mrs. Jane 
Guerian of this city and Mrs. Rosa A. 
Davis of Boston. Mrs. Joyce's guardian 
was ber son, Thomas F. Joyce. They 
are all at outs over what remains of 
their mother’s estate. 

Prior to December 11, 1°98, when Mrs. 
Joyce died in this city, she had been 
a resident of Hyde Park, Mass, where 
she was owner of property, real and 
personal, in the sum of about $6000. It 
was incumbered by litigation. After 
she came to California Thomas F. Joyce 
was appointed her guardian. He soon 
went Bast in the interest of his ward, 
remained in Boston for three months 
and finally succeeded in closing up all 
disputed matters of his mother's estate, 
receiving for her the amount of $6053.18. 
The expenses paid out in caring for his 
mother and settling up her affairs in 
the Hast, according to the guardian's 
Statement, amounted to $2414.50. Joyce 
has now asked to be discharged, after 
being allowed a reasonable remunera- 
tion for his services, and that the bal- 
ance of money in his care be ordered 
paid over to the administrator of the 
Joyce estate. Who is to administer the 
estate is not clear. Mrs. Davis claims 
appointment by the Massachusetts 
courts and Thomas F. Joyce by the 
California courts. 

Mrs. Davis represents that her 
mother left a will executed in Massa- 
chusetts over two years ago, wherein 
she was appointed executrix, before 
Mrs. Joyce became incompetent. Mrs. 
Davis alleges that Thomas F. Joyce, 
the guardian, knew of this will, and 
as soon as his mother died he induced 
a brother, John Joyce, and his sister, 
Mrs. Guerian, to petition to have hitm 
appointed administrator, and the court 
here gave him the appointment. 

Early in December, 1896, a former 


' guardian of Mrs. Joyce had resigned, 


it is alleged. and a petition was filed 
for the appointment of a new guardian. 
Meantime, Mrs. Davis states, T. J. 
Joyce, without telling her anything 
about it, removed his mother to Cali- 
fornia and was here appointed her 
guardian. After several ineffectual at- 
tempts to get the money from the for- 
mer guardian, Mrs. Davis says that 
Joyce finally went to Boston, stayed 
several months and then came back to 
California with the $6053.18. It,is also 
alleged that Joyce concealed the fact 
that his mother had died while he was 
in Boston after her money, and secured 
an appointment of guardian in Magssa- 
cuusetts on the ground that he was her 
guardian in California, and then has- 
tened home to be appointed her ad- 
ministrator. 

Mrs. Davis also objects to the specific 
items in Joyce's final accounting, stat- 
ing that they were often unnecessary, 
exorbitant and improper. She also ob- 
jects to the items in the account ailow- 
ing Mrs. Guerian $30 a month for nurs- 
ing and caring for her mother, because, 


she says, these expenses were incurred 


before Joyce was appointed guardian. 
She holds that Joyce did not get the 
$6053.18 from the former guardian, 
Terry, until after his mother’s death, 
when his guardianship.of her expired, 
and that he is therefore chargeable 
with the entire amount, and should 
not be allowed $2414.50 for expenses that 
he had no right to incur. Mrs. Davis 
excepts to the entire account, its hear- 
ing and settling, for the reason that 
letters of guardianship’ were errone- 
ously issued to Joyce and were pro- 
cured by withholding from the court

LAUNDRY NU ISANCE. 


Flower-street Residents’ Grievance 
Carried into Court. 
Germain Pellessier and two China- 
men, Hong Lee and Ah Charlie, were 
arraigned before Justice Austin yes- 
terday on the charge of violating the 
fire ordinance by conducting a laundry 
fronting on Flower street between . 
Tenth and Eleventh, without first have 
ing obtained a permit from the Board 
of Fire Commissioners. They pleaded 
not guilty, and had their trial set for 

Saturday at 10 o'clock. 

The laundry complained of adjoins 
the handsome residence of M. F. O’ Dea, 
and is close to the residences of Dexter 
Sampson, Justice W. P. James and 
other prominent citizens. A large dele- 
gation of Flower-street property-hold- 
ers was in court yesterday to assist in 
the prosecution of Pellissier and the 
Chinamen, and considerable dissatis- 
faction was expressed because the trial 
was postponed. 

Feeling is very bitter against Pellis- 

ier for renting his property to China- - 

. The building erected for the Rur- 
pose is an eyesore to the community. 
The adjacent residents object to having 
their dirty linen washed so near home, 
and they will leave no stone unturned 
to force the Chinamen to move to some 
other location. 

Pellissier pretends that the neighbor-- 
ing property-owners did not object to 
the laundry while he was having the 
building erected. Their only kick then 
was, he says, against having the bulld- 
ing set flush with the street. To satisfy 
them he moved it back in line with the 
other buildings, thereby losing much 
valuable space. and now they want 
him to move off the lot altogether. The 
property-owners in reply to this state 
that Pellissier carefully concealed from 
them the fact that the place was te 
be rented to Chinamen. They thought 
it bad enough to have such an un-. 
sightly shack sandwiched between their 
handsome houses, and converting it 
into an ill-smelling Chinese laundry 
was adding insult to injury. Their pro- 
test has been carried before the Board 
of Fire Commissioners, and the matter 
has been referred to Chief Moore. for 
investication. Pellisster’s excuse for not 
getting a permit before converting the 
building into a ltaundry is that ‘he 
found the City Hall offices closed when 
he went to apply for one, and that he 
was advised by the City Attorney that 
a permit was not required. 

I'nless the laundry nuisance ts abate 
ed speedily, the Superior Court will be 
appealed to for an injunction. M

NO ENTANGLING ALLIANCES. 

Hon. John Hay, Secretary of State, 
‘has made an emphatic statement to 
Chairman Dick of the Republican State 
Executive Committee of Ohiq regard- 
ing the alleged “secret allianse” be- 
' tween England and the United States. 
All sensible American citizens, as a 
matter of course, know that no such 
alliance exists, and that no such al- 
fiance could exist without the knowl- 
edge of the general public. But the 
charge has been frequently made by 
enemies of the administration that 
such an alliance has been formed, se- 
cretly, and is now in operation. It 
ought not to be necessary to make 
the contradiction that Secretary Hay 
has made; but, inasmuch as the charge 
has been so frequently made and re- 
iterated, it is, perhaps, best that the 
truth should be made known straight 
from the office of the Secretary of 
State, in a manner which gives it the 
stamp of a semi-official utterance. In 
the plainest of plain words Mr. Hay 
says: 

“There is no alliance with England, 
nor with any power under heaven, ex- 
cept those known and published to the 
world, the treaties of ordinary inter- 
national friendship for the purpose of 
advancing commerce. No other treaty 
than those existing now has been sug- 
gested from the other side; none is in 
contemplation. It has never entered 
Into the mind of the President nor 
any of the government to forsake, un- 
der any inducement, the wise precept 
and example of the fathers, which for- 


bade entangling alliances with Euro- | 


pean powers.” 

Thus is laid away to rest another 
bogie man conjured up by the enemies 
of the administration for the purpose 
of making it unpopular with the peo- 
ple, if possible. The emphatic state- 
ment of Secretary Hay leaves no doubt 
‘in’ the premises, if any doubt had ex- 
isted’' before. Our friends, the enemy, 
will be obliged to look about for other 
and more potent issues than this if 
they hope to win in the forthcoming 
campaign. 

We have no specific alliance with 
nor with any other power, and 
we want none. It has always been our 
policy, as a nation, to Keep clear from 
entangling alliances, and this policy is 
in no danger of being abandoned. There 
is no party or class of men in the 
country who desire or advocate its 
abandonment. A great deal of loose 
talk has been indulged in during the 
past year about an alliance with Great 
Britain, but it has been almost wholly 
talk. At no time has any such alli- 
ance been contemplated by the respon- 
sible officials of our government; and if 
any steps had been taken by those of- 
ficials looking toward the formation 
of such an alliance, the whole country, 
and the whole world would hav® known 
it. Matters of so grave moment con- 
not be concealed for any length of time 
from the public; nor could an alliance 
of the kind referred to, nor an alliance 
of any kind, in the true sense of the 
word, be formed by the administrative 
branch of the government without the 
advice, consent and cddperation of the 
legislative branch of the government— 
the Congress. 

It is quite true—and the fact is known 
to all men—that within the past.year a 
closer friendship and a better under- 
standing have grown up between the 
United States and the government of 
Great Britain. The people of the two 
great English-speaking nations have 
been drawn closer together than hereto-. 
fore, by considerations of mutual inter- 
est, by a better realization of the 
strong bonds of kinship, and by mutual 
acts of friendship, and mutual expres- 


these two great nations a feeling of 
warm regard, to which both had here- 
tofore been almost strangers. This re- 
lation is natural; it is right; it is ex- 
pedient; it is in line with the progress 
of civilization. Do Mr. Bryan and 
other self-constituted critics of the ad- 
ministration object to the existence of 
such relations between the United 
States and Great Britain? Are they 
opposed to an “alliance” of this sort? 
Can they see wrong or harm or evil in 
this sentiment of mutual friendship and 
good-will between the two great Eng- 
lish-speaking nations of the world? If 
so, what is the specific ground of ob- 
jection? 


A LESSON FROM THE PAST. 
The recent confirmation of a court 
decision which restores a large tract 
of railroad land in this section to the 
public domain, has directed renewed 
attention to the subject of railroad 
land grants, which have been made in 
the past with unparalleled generosity 
by the United States. In a recent is- 
sue, the United States Investor pub- 
lishes an interesting article, 
the history of these land grants and 
their extent. It is shown that the 
first of these grants was that made to 
the Illinois Central Railroad Com- 
pany, in 1850, and the last was made 
to the Southern Pacific Company, in 
1871. During the twenty-one years 
between the two dates an enormous 
amount of land was given to the rail- 
roads, the total being estimated by 
the Investor at 244,261 square miles, 
on a conservative basis worth. at least 
$500,000,000. The immensity of this 
area can be better understood when it 
is stated..that the entire superficial 
area of the thirteen original States 
was 390,400 square miles, while the 
area of France is only 204,177 square 
miles. 
In some cases, these railroads have 
done very little in return for the vast 
donations which they have received. 
It is a fact that is not known to many 
that the land subsidized roads do not 
even pay taxes on a large part of the 
land which they have received. They 
manage this by failing to patent most 
of the land until there is an active de- 
mand for it in the market, so that, be- 
ing nominally public land, it escapes 
local taxation. 
The Southern Pacific Company has 
been one of the most liberally assisted 
of the railroads, the land which it has 
obtained from the government being 
larger in area than the State of Maine. 
That this company, in its dealings with 
the public and the government, has 
shown a fitting disposition to recipro- 
cate these favors cannot certainly be 
maintained with due regard to truth. 


If our legislators had been able to 
look into the future, they would doubt- 
less not have been so recklessly liberal 
in giving away the public domain to 
these corporations. What is done can- 
not, however, now be helped, and it is 
of no use to cry over spilt milk. We 
should, however, in the light of past 
experience, exercise great care in dis- 
posing of the land which still belongs 
to the people. It would be a. still 
graver mistake to donate the arid lands 
of the West to the States and Territo- 
ries than ig was to give so much of the 
public domain to corporations which, 
in many cases, scarcely made a pre- 
tense of fulfilling the conditions under 
which they received the land. 


Paul Blouet (Max O’Rell,) fn a let- 
ter to the London Chronicle, says that 


“but for the universal sympathy 
shown for Dreyfus, whom I personally 
believe to be innocent, in England and 


Germany, he would have been ac- 
quitted. For God's sake,” he adds, 
“use your influence to stop it!” This 


is a humiliating fession for a 
Frenchman to make—that the course 
of justice can be thwarted by outside 
Sympathy for the prisoner. As for 
Stopping the universal sympathy for 
Dreyfus, and the expression thereof, 
one might as well try to stop the tides 
of the sea.

THE MAKING OF ISSUES. 

A good point was made by ex-Sena- 
tor Henry W. Blair, in an interview 
With a New York reporter, when he 
said: 


“The Republicans will make the is- 
sue next fall. They will not allow Mr. 
Bryan to make it. I have been figur- 
ing on the cost of the war in the Phil- 
ippines. One month of idleness by the 
factories of the United States with 
the consequent loss of wages to the 
employés would amount to more than 
the entire cost of suppressing the rebels 
in the Philinpines.”’ 


If our friends, the enemy, imagine 
that they will be permitted to make 
all the issues to suit themselves in 
the next campaign, they are very much 
mistaken. Mr. Bryan is expending a 
great deal of rhetoric in denouncing 
trusts, and in endeavoring to make 
people believe that the Republican 
party is responsible for the organiza- 
tion of these industrial combinations, 
and that it will defend them. But 
when the issues of the campaign are 
joined, it will be found that the Repub- 
lican platform and party will be as 
diametrically opposed to the evils of 
trusts, in all respects where those 
evils are manifest, as the Democratic 
party, or any other party. Mr. Bryan 
and his adherents will strive in vain 
to make an issue on this subject by 
placing the Republican party in a 
false position, for the Republican plat- 
form will declare the position of the 
party unequivocally on this and other 
important questions. a 

Another issue—or, rather, a ques- 
tion which Mr. Bryan is striving 
mightily to force into prominence as 
an issue—is the cost of the Philippine 
campaign. Critics of the administra- 
tion are proclaiming that the cost of 
the campaign against the Tagalo rebels 
is a needless expense, for which the 
administration in particular and the 
Republican party in general, are re- 
sponsible. This contention comes with 
very ill grace from men who advocate 
free trade, free coinage, and other 
policies, which, if incorporated into 
our governmental system, would bring 
business paralysis and industrial de- 
pression. As Mr. Blair well says, “one 
month of idleness by the factories of 
the United States, with the consequent 
loss of wages to the employés, would 
amount to more than the entire cost 
of suppressing the rebels in the Phil- 
ippines.”’ 

The policies and principles which 
Mr. Bryan and his followers advocate, 
if enacted into law, would cause idle- 
ness and loss of wages in factories 
which are now busy throughout the 
United States, and would, in fact, 
cost the people of the nation more in 
one month than the entire possible 
cost of the Filipino war, even should 
it be continued much longer than is 
now anticipated. 

When it comes to the making of is- 
sues, the Republicans will take a 
hand. But they will accept, without 
hesitation, most of the issues which 
their opponents may desire to make— 
including the one last named. 


GROSS INCONSISTENCY. 

Gen. Roget and Gen. Mercier, two of 
the most implacable of the persecut- 
ors of Dreyfus, have offered on the part 
of the army to demand from President 
Loubet the pardon of the prisoner, on 


condition that the Jewish committee | 


will drop the matter, and that Dreyfus 
shall live away from the large cities of 
France for three years. This offer is in 
itself a tacit confession that Dreyfus 
was unjustly convicted. If he be guilty 
of the grave crime of treason, he is 
not entitled to executive or other clem- 
ency. There are no “extenuating cir- 
cumstances” in the crime of treason. 
His original sentence, in fact, should 
have been reaffirmed, if the proof of 
guilt was conclusive. If he is innocent— 
if the proof of guilt was not conclusive 
—he should have been acquitted with 
honor. 

These men—Roget and Mercier—did 
everything in their power to secure 
the conviction of Capt. Dreyfus. If 
they believed him guilty during Mis 
trial they must believe him guilty now, 
for nothing has occurred since sentence 
was pronounced upon him for the sec- 
ond time to induce them to change their 
minds. Therefore, their offer to demand 
his pardon is a self-stultification, and 
a tacit confession that they believe 
him to be innocent, notwithstanding 
their former testimony, in which they 
expressed strong belief in his guilt. 
There is, it would seem, a strong prob- 
ability that Dreyfus will be pardoned: 
but it should come freely from the 
Chiet Executive, as a matter of right 
and justice, instead of being forced 
from him by pressure from the army, 
or from any other source. 


: HE SEES THE TRUTH 

A notable acaession to the ranks of 
the political army which fights under 
the banner of sound government has 
come in the person of William R. Grace, 
ex-Mayor of the city of New York. Mr. 
Grace is_a lifelong Democrat and has 
hitherto been one of the most strenu- 
ous advocates of the free-trade policy. 
He now publicly acknowledges that he 
has completely changed his views on 
the question. In an interview with the 
New York correspondent of the Philia- 
delphia Press, he is quoted as siying: 


“I now see, as I believe clearly, that 
the amazing growth in all that makes 
for permanently prosperous conditions 
and in all influences that haye recently 
established the United Statés a first 
power among the nations\of the vWor'd, 
not only politically, but financially and 
commercially, is due in great measure 
to the policy of protection. “kh never 
dreamed that the time would come 
when I should be willing to make an 
admission of this kind. But facts are 
stronger than theories, and the fact 
remains that in the past six years we 
have had abundant proof that there is 
some fallacy, so far as the (United 
States is concerned, in the doctrine 
which the Democratic party held and 
which ‘Mr. Cleveland proclaimed in his 
message; and, on the other nand, there 
was truth in the claims made by Mc- 


Kinley, by Dingley, by Morrill and by | 


other great and #0 un- 
derstanding this, I am y to say that 
I now see the truth.” 

There, are, doubtless, many other 


Democrats who think this way, but few 
of them have the honesty and courage 
to openly express their views as Mr. 
Grace has done. 


A letter has been received by the 
editor of The Times suggesting the 
propriety of recognizing thé services 
of the ninety-nine Los Angeles men 
who, belonged to the Third United 
States Artillery, at the same time 
that Battery D is welcomed home.

is a California boy, and his parents live 
in Los Angeles. During one year he 
was a student at Stanford. He is 23 
Some of age, and was born in Mary- 
and. 

It was on the river gunboat Laguna 
de Bay that he distinguished himself 
for bravery and earned the only medal 
to be given to a member of the Penn- 
Sylvania regiment. 

Capt. James A. Loar, who had com- 
mand of Co. E, says of hin:: 

“It was during an engagement upon 
the river. The boat got into a tight 
place and the bullets were whistling all 
about the wheel, which stands wholly 
unprotected on top of the cabin. The 
native pilot deserted his post, and 
things looked serious, for, once aground 
the boat would be pretty nearly at the 
mercy of the niggers. But Dempsey 
stepped forward, took the wheel, and, 
with his head and shoulders exposed 
and the Mauser bullets flying thick all 
around him, he kept the boat in the 
channel and piloted her safely out of 
the trap. When Maj. Grant, who com- 
manded the Laguna, returned my men 
to me, he sent a recommendation that 
Dempsey be given’a medal by Con- 
gress, which I indorsed as strongly as 
words could be framed. Col. Hawkins 
then indorsed it, and there is no doubt 
that it will go through. And Dempsey 
deserves it. He is a splendid soldier, 
brave and cool, without being rash. It 
is a high honor to be the only boy in 
the brave, hard-fighting Pennsylva- 
nians who is recommended for a medal, 
and his friends and all California 
should be proud of him.” 

Maj. Grant of the Utah Battery, who 
had. command of the Laguna de Bay, 
says of Dempsey: “He is a brick. One 
of the finest soldiers I ever knew.” 

He assented to everything Capt. Loar 
had said regarding Dempsey and his 
special act of bravery, and added: 
“Yes, and repeatedly afterward he took 
the wheel in that fearfully-exposed po- 
sition, and piloted our boat, with bul- 
lets singing all about his head. We 
were in twenty-three engagements, and 
not once did he fail in his duty. I 
would have recommended him for a 
brevet, but being an enlisted man, that 
was impossible. All I could do was to 
recommend him to Congress for a 
medal, and this I,did in the strongest 
possible way. It is a high honor, for it 
will be the only one given to his regi- 
ment, and: there will be only three or 
four others in the-entire Eighth Army 
Corps Division; but Dempsey has 
earned it fully. All Californians should 
be proud of him.” 

Dempsey remained in Manila, but did 
not reénlist. as. was reported. He has 
command of one of the government 
tues in the Quartermaster's service at 
Manila. which is a civilian position, 
and will remain in the islands indefi- 
nitely.

Modjeska and company presented 
“Macbeth” last evening, before an 
audience that half filled the house. 
The play was beautifully staged and 
elegantly costumed. The scenery got 
somewhat tangled up, however, in the 
last acts, detracting from the com- 
pleteness of the performance. For some 
reason the play dragged dreadfully 
during almost the entire time of its 
presentation, and it was nearly mid- 
night before the final curtain. Such 
things, 6f course, ought not to be, and 
probably will not be when the Mod- 
jeska company gets into good working 
order. With so large an organization 
and so great an amount of scenery, 
some allowance must be made for the 
first few weeks of preliminary work. 

“Macbeth,” as we all know, is one of 
the most potent .and absorbing of 
Shakespeare's tragedies. It is a study 
in psychology. 
section of the human soul, and a piti- 
less analysis of remorse. 

Around two principal characters in 
the play nearly all the interest centers. 
These are Macbeth and Lady Mac- 
beth. In most of the acting versions 
of the play, Lady Macbeth is niade 
the dominating role. It is scarcely so 
in the Modjeska company’s presenta- 
tion. The character of Macbeth, as 
played by John E. Kellerd, is brought 
into imposing prominence, and it is, 
indeed, a splendid creation of dramatic 
art. Mr. Kellerd’s elocution is most 
excellent, evincing an illuminated con- 
ception (or perception) of the great 
master’s inmost meanings.. Mr. Kel- 
terd “looks the part,” presenting an 
imposing presence, -which aids mate- 
rially in carrying the impersonation 
to success. His treatment gives to 
the character rare distinctness and 
individuality, as well as strength, free- 
dom and cumulative force. In the 
earlier stages Mr. Kellerd’s portraiture 
gives rise to the fear that it will prove 
too weak and ill-defined to hold its 
adequate place in the dramatic picture. 
But all fear of this kind vanishes as 
the ‘play progresses tothe tense 
climaxes of the later scenes, and the 
character stands out in bold relief, a 
most excellent, though grewsome, crea- 
tion of dramatic art. 

Mme. Modjeska’s treatment of the 
role of Lady Macbeth differs from the 
treatment of the same role by other 
notable artists in one important re- 
spect. Her Lady Macbeth is quieter, 
gentler, more subdued, more womanly, 
than the Lady Macbeth with whom 
we have been made acquainted by 
Janauschek and others. In Modjeska’s 
hands the character is not a ramping 
termagant, full of evil passions and 
tigerishly cruel, but is a woman in 
whom womanliness is the dominating 
characteristic, through all the scenes 
of blood and romance. She spurs on 
the faltering purpose of her husband, 
not so much with taunts and con- 
tumely, as with the appeal feminine, 
which is a more powerful spur than 
any other to virile manhood. While 
necessarily ambitious, Modjeska’s 
Lady Macbeth s not wholly un- 
scrupulous, for ere is apparent at 
every poinf, in the evolution of the 
-haracter, a struggle with conscience. 
When she says to Macbeth: 

“Infirm of purpose, 
Give me the dagger!” 

her rendering of the words implies not 
so much a demana as a gentle, almost 
sorrowful, reproach. Through the suc- 
ceeding scenes, her .purpose, as inter- 
preted by Modjeska, seems rather to 
strengthen Macbeth, lest he fail, than 
to take the lead in the ambitious plot- 
ing for power. This quiet version of 
the role by Modjeska is interesting; 
but it is questionable whether she has 
not, subduing the role to the lim- 
itations of her. gentler conception, de- 
prived the character of its initiative 
and color to such an extent as to 
impair its virility. We cannot readily 
conceive a Lady Macbeth who pro- 
ceeds to her detestable work almost 
under protest, and whose womanliness 
predominates even over her ambition. 
Yet such is the Lady Macbeth whom 
Modjeska invites us to contemplate. 

The other characters in the play—all 
of which are merely subsidiary and 
contributory to the development of the 
characters of the two principals—are 
sustained with credit by the several 
members of the Modjeska company. 
Frederick Mosely gives an excellent 
rendering of Macduff, Cassius QuinSy 
is satisfactory as Lenox, and George 
S. Spencer is forceful as Malcolm. The 
bill for tonight is “Mary Stuart.”

SOLDIERS’ BENEFIT. 


A JOYOUS WELCOME IN STORE FOR 
BATTERY D. 


Civilians Will Aid the Soldiers and 
Pay a Well-earned Tribute to’ 
the Brave Boys Who Campaigned 
in Lugon—Notes of Progress. 


The arrangements for the Battery D 
benefit are rapidly being perfected, and 
by tonight everything will be in readi- 
ness for the remarkable display of Ura- 
matic and vaudeville talent that will 
appear before the footlights tomorrow 
afternoon. Los Angeles has nevér be- 
fore had an opportunity to see sucn an 
array of artists together at one time, 
and it is probable that many days will 
elapse ere such a combination is again 
booked in the Angel City. 

Helena Modjeska, T. Daniel Frawley 
and Felix Morris are names so well 


known to theater-going people that 
they alone should be sufficient to guar- 
antee the success of the benefit. But 
when a host of vaudeville and musical 
talent is added to the list, numbering 
some of the most expert performers 
and noted musicians of the vicinity, 
the War Board feels that it has a 
treat indeed to offer to the public, and 
that upon the citizens devolves the 
duty of filling the house to the doors 
tomorrow afternoon. 

Yesterday was a day of progress 
along all lines of preparation. J. Rush 
Bronson, manager of the Orpheum, had 
to attend to many rehearsals of the lo- 
cal talent, in addition to the cares of 
the regular performance, but he took 
time to tell the reporter that every- 
thigg was running smoothly, and the 
performance promised to be the hit of 
the season. The souvenir programmes, 
which will contain many interesting 
cuts of Battery D, will probably be out 
tomorrow. In addition, there will ‘be 
pictures of members of the War Board, 
of Impressarios Bronson, Wyatt and 
Morosco; and of others who have con- 
tributed to the success of the benefit 
performance. The programmes will be 
sold at a moderate price, and as the 
press work is done practically free of 
charge by Rice & Sons, a good sum will 
be alized from the sale. 


BOX AND SEAT SALES. 


The banks of the city raised $135 for 
the benefit, and they will be given a 
box and $15 worth of $2.50 seats. J. 
Ross Clark and W. H. Holabird com- 
bined forces and took-a box, which 
leaves but four more to be disposed of. 
Those who wish to secure these re- 
maining boxes and loges will: have to 
apply at once, as the War Board is 
taking no chances of having an empty 
house, and not only the members, but 
the sub-committees, are working hard 
to sell out the entire house as early as 
possible. 

About $300 worth of the general-ad- 
mission tickets were sold yesterday, 
and tickets aggregating $650 have been 
exchanged for the reserved-seat checks 
obtainable at the Orpheum box office. 
It is estimated by the War Board that 
receipts from all sources up to today 
will aggregate nearly $2000. 

Members of the Red Cross have been 
working hard trying to dispose of the 
souvenir badges, and last night over 
250 of them had been sold. Mrs. Ber- 
thold Baruch, president of the society, 
sent in an order for 500 yesterday, and 
these she agrees to dispose of herself. 
The souvenirs are beginning to appear 
on the streets, and most of the promi- 
nent people in town have already 
bought one of the badges, and are 
proudly wearing it. 

NO SQUANDERING. 

The War Board wishes it distinctly 
understood that no part of the sum 
raised by the benefit. or from the sale 
of the various souvenirs is to be squan- 
dered recklessly on decorations and 
street parades. With the exception of 
$15 which will be spent to decorate the 
Orpheum for the benefit performance, 
and $25 used in hanging flags on thé 
streets the day the battery returns, not 
a cent will be spent except for the dli- 
rect benefit of the gallant soldier boys 
who have risked many perils in the 
distant Philippines. 

The money remaining after the nec- 
essary expenses of the banquet and 
other features of the welcome have 
been met, will be expended in secur- 
ing positions for the soldiers, and in 
caring for the sick and disabled. Some 
complaint has been made that there 
is always a call for money from 
public-spirited citizens to aid benefits 
or conventions, and in this connection 
the War Board desires to have it 
made clear that so far as can be fore- 
seen this is the last call that will be 
made upon the city to aid Idiers of 
the present war. Battery D is the 
only complete organization. from Los 
Angeles that saw active service, and 
with the return. of these soldier boys, 
much of the personal interest in the 
war will subside. 

PLANS FOR THE PARADE, 

The plans for the parade are in the 
hands of Gen. C. F. A. Last, and the 
services of the Seventh Regiment, N. 
G.C., will be asked as an escort. A 
number of Los Angeles boys went to 
Luzon with the Third United States 
Artillery and a part of them have 
since returned. It has been suggested 
that they be included in the welcome 
and given a prominent place in the 
procession. The matter has been re- 
ferred to the War Board and will 
probably be acted upon favorably. 

The one thing necessary-to guar- 
antee the full success of the welcome 
is to raise sufficient funds to defray 
incidental expenses and still leave a 
good sum to provide for all who need 
assistance. Before all other things 
the War Board wishes the talent that 
has volunteered for tomorrow  after- 
noon to be greeted with a full house. 
Citizens may reverse the adage that

The condition of the jetties at San 
Diego show up the “penny-wise and 
pound-foolish” policy of the River and 
Harbor Committee of Congress, in its 
annual appropriations. It is granted 
that jetties are necessary to insure 
navigation, and certain sums have been 
appropriated for the purpose, but in 
such a manner and at such times as 
to render the piece-meal work partially 
worthless each time a new piece is be- 
gun. In a private business enterprise, 
all or none would be appropriated: The 


added cost to construct these jetties | 


in this fashion, not to mention the in- 
ferior work that must result, will be 
great. The matter of time, too, is of 
great importance, so that all things 
considered, there is room for much im- 
provement in the policy of the River 
and Harbor Committee toward this 
particular work. 


One of the greatest obstacles to pros- 
perity in Southern California is the 
wretched ‘condition of nearly all the 
main country roads, and especially 
fhose parts of them nearest to cities 
and towns. At Anaheim, ‘‘a good deal 
of patching is being done, to tide over 
till the rains come,”’ and scores of 
towns are doing the same. The roads 


' Jeading out of Los Angeles are in a 


scandalous condition, so much so that 
“patching” cannot help them, and 
many merchants wonder why trade is 
dull, attributing such a condition to al- 
most every cause but that of almost 
impassable roads. Some one is to blame 
for this condition of things and should 
be held -accountable. It is a _ short- 
sighted policy that beautifies a city and 
then places an embargo on business 
in the shape of roads so poor as to not 
only menace one’s peace of mind, but 
to endanger horses and vehicles, too.

DIED A NATURAL DEATH 


VERDICT OF CORONER’S JURY IN 
CASE OF MRS. HARPER. 


— 


\Suspicion, of Having Murdered 
His Mistress—Was Married to Her 
“California Fashion.”’ 


The Coroner’s jury in the case of 
Mildred Miller Harper, a negress who 


Monday night, rendered a verdict yes- 
terday to the effect that her death was 
due to natural causes. This verdict 
was brought about mainly through ihe 
testimony of Dr. W. H. Stearns, the 
physician who made the post-mortem 
examination. The doctor found the vi- 
tal organs in such condition as to make 
Sudden death probable, and nowhcre 
on the body was ) any mark,of external 
violence, 

Suspicion is very strong, nev ertheless, 
that her demise was hastened by a 
blow on the head by her alieged hus- 
band, Charles Harper, janitor of the 
Burbank Theater. Harper has a repu- 
tation as a woman-beater, and his con- 
duct since the death of his mistress has 
been such as to give color to the 
theory of murder. However, in the face 
of lack of positive evidence of his cul- 
pability, no charge of murder has been 
made against him, and investigation of 
the tragedy has probably ceased with 
the conclusion of the Coroner’s inquest. 

The inquest was held at the under- 


taking establishment of Dexter Sam- 


son yesterday morning. H. 8S. Ander- 
son, a one-armed colored man, who 
lives upstairs at No. 250 Winston 
streét, where the woman died, testified 
that he heard sounds of a quarrel in 
the rooms below, followed by a biow 
and something that sounded like a dy- 
ing groan. A colored woman, who had 
Stated that she heard similar sounds, 
was not so sure about it when ques- 
tioned at the inquest, and her testi- 
mony did not add any strength to the 
murder théory. 

The suspect, Harper, was the most 
interesting witness. He testified that 
his late mistress came to Los Angeles 
from Washington, D. C., and when he 
first met her she was working for the 
family of Judge E. M. Ross. “We was 
never married by no minister,” said he; 
“just lived together kind o’ California 
fashion. We never had no trouble ex- 
cept such as all married couples has.” 

“What,” asked Coroner Holland, 
you mean to say all married people 
have trouble?” 

“Well, all de married folks I knows 
has their little spats,”’ replied the wit- 
ness. 

Harper stated further that there had 
been no trouble b@étween him and his 
mistress the night of her death, except 
a little flare-up early in the evening on 
account of his shirts not having been 
starched properly. In contradiction of 
his previous statements that Mildred 
Was greatly excited when he reached 
home Monday night, he testified at the 
inquest that she was very calm, and 
that she simply fell to the floor and ex- 
pired while getting ready to go to bed. 

Harper was still in the custody of 
the police yesterday, but was released 
at the solicitation of his employer, J. 
W. Griffin, to attend his dead mistress’s 
funeral. Griffin obligated himself to 
see that Harper shall be In court when 
wanted to answer the charge of dis- 
turbing the peace, preferred by H. S&S. 
Gray, a restaurant-keeper at No. 60414 
South Spring street. Gray’s com- 
plaint has nothing to do with the mur- 
der charge, but the police seized upon 
it as a good pretext to detain him 
while the death of his mistress was he- 


ing investicated.’’ Gray secured a war-- 


rant for Harper’s arrest on account of 
trouble which occurred over Gray's re- 
fusal to allow Harper to eat In his 
restaurant. Harper alleges that the 
color line was drawn on him, and he is 
alleged to have vented his displeasure 
in a violent manner. 


[RAILROAD RECORD.] 
INTERESTING SITUATION. 


How Three Canntinn Systems Line 
Up—Notes—Personals. 
A question which’ interesting 


many railroad people has come up in 
Canada, 

There are three large railroad sys- 
tems in the Dominion. The Grand 
Trunk is the oldest, The Canadian 
Pacific is the largest. The Intercolo- 
nial belongs directly to the govern- 
ment. For many years this ownership 
of a railroad cost the people of Canada 
a large sum of money yearly. But 
latterly the government has been work- 
ing in close connection with the Grand 
Trunk system to the great benefit of 
the latter, and also to the lightening 
of the burden on the shoulders of the 
taxpayers. The cost has been reduced 
to $750,000 a year above the income 
from the roads. 

The Canadian Pacific does not take 
a comfortable view of the alliance be- 
tween the. government road and its 
rival; but the benefit has been so 
marked to the people that the other 
road has been just let kick against 
the pricks. Kicking is not a pleasant 
pastime, and often provokes derision 
on the aprt of onlookers. So the Cana- 
dian Pacific has set about doing some- 
thing better, if it can. 

It has made a proposition to the 
government to take the Intercolonial 
system of roads off the hands of the 
pedple and operate it without cost to 
the taxpayers, agreeing that at the 
expiration of the lease the tracks and 
other property shall be in as good con- 
dition as now, and that during the life 
of the lease the maximum rates will 
be no higher than now. If the gov- 
ernment will pay the lessee road a 
bounty of $750,000 a year it will agree 
to put in a line of first-class steamers 
to ply between Liverpool, Eng., and 
Halifax,.in winter, and 
summer. 

The Grand Trunk naturally opposes 
this proposition, and the people of 
Canada. in large numbers favor a gen- 
eral ownership of railroads by the gov- 
ernment. People who hold this view 
are numerous in both political parties 
in the Dominion. 

The extension of the Mount Lowe 
Railroad will not be attempted this 
winter. But it is expected that by the 
time the winter tourist travel of 1900 
sets in a year from now the line to 
the summit will be in running order. 
The extension will be about two and 
a half’ miles.

| ORANGE COUNTY. 


NEW IRRIGATION SCHEME IN THE 
SANTA ANA VALLEY. 
Senator Clark and Other Capitalists 
im the Field for Moisture Under- 


lying the Rincon Ranch—0id 
Water Companies Object. 


SANTA ANA, Sept. 13.—[Regular 
Correspondence.] Enough is now 
known of the proposed water develop- 
ment along the Santa Ana River to 
Predict one of the liveliest scrambles 
over riparian rights Southern Califor- 
nia has ever seen. 

In years past-the Santa Ana Valley 
Irrigation Company and thé Anaheim 
Union Water Company have controlled 
the waters of the Santa Ana River 
for irrigation purposes, but it now 
transpires that a new and very strong 
company, in which Senator Clark from 
Montana, J. R. Newberry and other 
capitalists of Los Angeles, and the 
owner of the great San Joaquin ranch 
are financially interested, has been in- 
corporated with a capital stock of $200,- 
000, for the purpose of developing water 
on the Rincon ranch, the title of which 
property has passed into the hands of 
the company. 

It has been learned that the new 
company contends it will develop only 
the waters rising on the Rincon ranch, 
by means of wells or tunnels near the 
hills, and that this water is the legal 
property of the company. Both the 
Santa Ana Valley Irrigation Company 
and the Anaheim Union Water Com- 
pany contend that the water of the 
Santa Ana River is partially dérivéed 
from seepage from the Rincon ranch 
land and contiguous territory, and 
therefore the new company will be 
diverting a portion of the natural 
supply of the river, if the scheme of 
that company is carried out: In all 
probability the matter will be taken 
into the courts on this point, and the 
legal battle promises to be stubbornly 
contested. The two old companies 
have beén fortifying themselves for 
the past two years fdr the engage- 
ment, while the new company is 
backed by millions, and no doubt has 
investigated the legal phase of the 
situation well before embarking in the 
enterprise. 

The new company proposes to de- 
velop at least 1000 inches of water on 
the Rincon ranch, bring it down the 
cafion to the old Bixby house, and 
thence to districts in the valley where 
sale can be found for it. The Villa 
Park and Bl Modena districts are both 
very short on water, and in all prob- 
ability the thousands of acres of good 
fruit, vegetable and grain land there 
will be supplied with plenty of water 
for irrigation purposes, as will also 
the thousands of acres of land on 
the San Joaquin ranch that have been 
thirsting for years for the water that 
would make it blossom as the rose. 
It is said to the expectation of the 
new company later on to develop be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 inches of water, 
all of which is to be used in various 
sections of the Santa Ana Valley for 
irrigation purposes. If these plans are 
carried out, as contemplated, the de- 
velopment of this enterprise will be of 
tInestimable value to 
the Santa Ana Valley. 

SANTA ANA BREVITIES. 


At a meeting of the City Board of 
Education Tuesday evening, the resig- 
nation of Miss Andrews as kindergar- 
ten teacher was accepted, and Miss 
Maynard elected to fill the vacancy. 
The bid of Parke 8S. Roper & Co. for 
furnishing school supplies for the en- 
suing year was accepted, the unsuc- 
cessful competitors being F. D. Jones 
and C. F. Weber & Co. of Los Angeles. 
’ Manager George A. Whidden of the 
local gas and electric company has re- 
ceived word from the Edison Electric 
Company to the effect that the com- 
pany would be prepared to operate 
electric motors here by December 1. 
This means that the new electric com- 
pany will have its plant installed in 
this city by that time. 

W. D. Pattison and L. A. Darrow of 
this city have filed petitions in bank- 
ruptcy, in the Federal Court in Los An- 
geles. The assets of the former are 
$3437.39; liabilities, $2864.46; and the lat- 
ter shows assets amounting to $677.66, 
and Habilities, $1754.96.

Three Mexican Shoplifters Raid 
Many Stores. 


VENTURA, Sept. 13.—[{Regcular Cor- 
respondence.] José Basy, B. Fnoriguez 
and Francisco Parker, all Mexicans, 
were arrested late yesterday afternoon 
for petty larceny, while in the act of 
appropriating from a clothing 
store.

A Namber of the Boxes Connected 
and Tested Last Night. 
Thirty-five boxes of the new police 
signal system have been installed. The 
receiving desk has been placed in posi- 
tion at the Police Station, and the 
first reports were received through it 
last night by City Electrician Francis, 
who explained to the desk clerks and 
others the system of sending and re- 
ceiving reports and the code of signals. 
Several of the boxes were tested, and 
they worked to perfection. Mounted 
Officer White had the honor of send- 

ing in the first signal. 

The boxes contain a semi-circular 
Plate on which the various calls are 
rinted. Underneath is an arrow, and 

low the arrow is a lever. When an 
officer wishes to send in a call orea 
report he points the arrow to the 
proper place on the plate and pulls 
the lever. Calls consists of two parts, 
a preliminary signal, indicating what fs 
wanted, and the number of the box, 
indicating where it is wanted. As scon 
as the lever in a box is pulled, a gong 

unds at the receiving desk in the 
Police Station, and the nature of the 
call is registered on a tape by dots 
and dashes. All calls are stamped au- 
tomatically with the year, month, day, 
hour and minute, indicating exactly 
when they are received at the central 
station. 

The plate in each box contains seven 
divisions, or calls, as follows: Fast 
Wagon, slow wagon, ambulance, tele- 

hone, officer’s report Nos. 1, 2 and 3. 

hen an officer wishes to send in a 
call for a fast wagon, he points the 
arrow to that division on the plate 
and pulls the lever. The call is then 
registered on the tape at the central 
station by one long dash, being fol- 
lowed by the number of the box from 
which the call is sent in. If the box 
is No. 35, it would be designated by 
three dots, a blank space, and five 
dots. A call for a slow wagon is in- 
dicated by a long dash and one dot; 
ambulance, long dash and two dots; 
telephone, long dash and three dots; 
officer's report No. 1, four dots; No. 2, 
five dots: No. 3, six dots. 

Each box contains a telephone, as 
well as the receiving desk at the cen- 
tral station. If an officer wishes to 
communicate with the Police Station 
he sends in the telephone signal. Again, 
suppose an officer has sent in a call 
for the ambulance, for instance, and 
the desk clerk at the central station 
wishes to communicate with him, the 
clerk presses a button on the _ desk, 
which notifies the officer at the box to 
take down his ‘phone.

JEWISH DAY OF ATONEMENT 
KEPT BY ALL HEBREWS. 


This Evening’s Sunset Will Close 
the Ten Days of Penitence Which 
are Known as the “Aseres Y’may 
Tshuvah.’’ 


With the setting of the sun yester- 
day, the Jews of every land gathered 
in their places of worship for the ob- 
servance of “Yom Kippur” or the 
Day of Atonement. The festival is thé 
most sacred one of the Jewish year 
and will be rigidly kept until sundown 
today. During the twenty-four hours 
not a morsel of food is supposed to 
pass the lips and even water is to be 
eschewed. The idea embodied in the 
celebration is an expression of contri- 
tion and penitence for the misdeeds of 
the past year, and a request for the 
‘protection and guidance of the Supreme 
Power during future days. 

The day was observed in this city 
by three congregations, representing 
the liberal, the conservative and the 
orthodox phases of the Hebrew re- 
ligion. At the synagogue of the B’nai 
B'rith, meaning “Children of the Covy- 
enant,” the liberal Jews, who have dis- 
carded much of the ceremonial and 
ritualistic element from their services, 
observed the festival with prayers and 
music. The reading and _ responses 
were given in English. Rabbi M. G. 
Solomon read from the lecturn and H. 
W. Hellman, president of the congre- 
gation, sat upon the dais. The seven- 
branched candlestick and the  cere- 
monial robes served to recall the an- 
cient Hebrew forms. The rabbi 
preached last evening on the subject, 
“What Judaism is Not,” and this 
morning will speak on its antithesis, 
“What Judaism Is.” 

The conservative congregation, which 
was originally organized for the ex- 
press purpose of observing the festival, 
met at 6 o’clock in Kramer’s old hall 
on Fifth street. ‘Rabbi Alfred Arndt 
read the prayers in both Hebrew and 
English. The responses were given by 
a children’s choir. Rev. Arndt chose 
as the subject for his sermon, “Re- 
pentance, Prayer and Charity, Avert 
the Evil Decree.”” The services lasted 
about two hours. This morning the 
exercises will be resumed at 7:30 
o’clock and will continue without in- 
termission until sundown. 

At Turnverein Hall, the orthodox 
Jews, known as “‘Kahal Israel,” who 
still cling to the~-forms and  ob- 
servances supposed to have been used 
by the Israelites of old, held their 
ceremonial services. The dais was 
raised about six inches from the floor 
and the altar, covered with white 
cloth, was surmounted with silver 
candleabra. M. Morris, acting presi- 
dent of the congregation, occupied a 
seat on the dais, and Rabbi A. W. 
Edelman, clad in his rabbinical robes, 
read the prayers in Hebrew, and the 
congregation chanted the responses. 
The sermon was preached in Engligh 
from the subject, “The Jewish Pulpit 
in America.” This morning there will 
be prayers in Hebrew and in English; 
prayers for the government and for the 
persecuted soldier, Alfred Dreyfus, and 
scriptural reading from the Pentateuch 
or the Five books of Moses. At 4:30 
o'clock this Rabbi Edelman 
will preach in English on “The True 
Repentance.” 

At twilight this evening ten days 
of penitence, called ‘“Aseres Y’may 
Tshuvah,” will come to and end. The 
period began with the festival of “Rosh 
Hashana,” on September 4, which was 
supposed to be the anniversary of the 
creation of the world, beginning the 
new civil year 5660. Most of the Jews 
do not believe that this is the sen 
of the duration of the world, but 
merely that the records certify to this 
period, and show that the creation oc- 
curred in the month “Tis’ri”’ corre- 
sponding to our September. 

The Jewish religious year is entirely 
separate from the civil year, and dates 
from the time the children of Israel 
left Egypt. The religious year begins 
in the Jewish month “Ni’san,” corre- 
sponding to April, and it is at that 
time that the Jews hold their feast 
of the Passover. The present year is 
numbered 3394 in the religious calen- 
dar. Instead of having a leap year 
the Jews regulate their calendar by a 
leap month, and this year will have 
thirteen months. By intercalary meth- 
ods it is so arranged that “Yom Kip- 
pur” never falls on a Friday or a 
Sunday. This is because no bufials 
are allowed on the day of the festival, 
or on the Jewish Sabbath, which comes 
on Saturday, and should the two days 
follow one another difficulty would be 
found in hot climates fo keep the 
bodies and comply with the law.
